Woman's Resr.essness, 


Ta tracing the causes which make fur the 
unhappiness of marrisge, Mrs Lynn Linton 
lays atress upon man’s satiety aud woman's 
inexperience :—Men heye known tho charm 
or experienced the disappointment of 
change; women have not, In the. first 
case, habits have been formed which des- 
troy the essential meaning of monogamy, 
aud rovolt and alienate the wife when thay 
axe found out, as they gonorally are sooner 
or later. In the scoond, no allowance is 
jmande for that curiosity, that ‘desize for 
expetionce, by ;which the modera woman 
is devoured as bya fever. The man, sated 
with “life” wante:‘only the pasce and 
security. of domesticity, The. woman, 
younger, frasher, unaccastomed, wants. the 
variety, the excitement, and cyen the 
dangors, of a freer intercourse with the 
world. -.The modern woman who is’ con- 
tent with.- marriage, maternity, and: do- 
mestio life alone is as rare a being.as 
the black swan of the past. It all de.

In .any-case, marriage is of. the 
nature of .an episode. rather: thin the 
completed drama of her life; ond even ap 
an episode it is one of which she wearies 
sooner than the man.
